aucceas^irculaionancj patronage. Knowing the 
many difficulties and nuraerons expenses of pdb- 
lishing in this city a daily paper, and the limit- 
ed circulation, at the best, which can b« obtain- 
ed, we were somewhat surprised at the brilliant 
proapecU spoken of by the editor ot that paper. 
We should not, however, have felt thattuira? 
tide called for any particular notice from us, 
had it not contained » statement, calculated ,not 
to eay designed, to mislead the public as to the 
relatire circulation "of the Whig, and that of the 
Gazette. The statement alluded to ia, that the 
circulation of the Gazette ia exceeded by no pa- 
per in the city. 


This statement we have often heard as being 


made to1 our friends; by the Gazette teazer, the 
Shepherd of the flock, while coaxing up adver- 
tisements that appear in our columns. 
This 


has been used aa a reason why people should 
advertise in the Gazette, and when this fails, 
other means ore resorted to, such as reduction 
of price, no charge for theweekly, and; in short, 
inducements to suit the real or supposed case of 
the person teaaed. This system is so persever- 
ingly and pertinaciously pursued as to be quite 
aa annoyance to many of our friends, and we 
have often been requested to rebuke the person 
engaged in it. Our reply has generally been, 
that for ibis kind of work he received a salary 
of fire hundred dollars, and of course would be 
likely to continue it so long as that amount 
could be realized. We considered it a personal 
matter which each man could treat as he saw 
fit. But, as the editor has given currency to 
thiS report about the circulation of the Gazette 
and stamped upon it the dignity of his responsi- 
bility, it seems imperative upon ua to notice it. 


Now as we are not presumed to know the 


number of papers the Gazette circulates, we 
will just state a few facts upon which "may be 
predicted an idea as to the probability of the 
btory of its great circulation being true. The 
whigs in this city throw from three to five votes 
to one of the Liberty party. Most of our busi- 
ness men are whigs^andmany of those that are 
notwhigs,are opposed to the course of the Liberty 
party.
